lo From 9 to 11 September 1951 a large number of Chinese Communist troops left 
iianKow on tae H&mow-^ei dng railroad. Included wee. a unit w^ose troops all 
spoke a kwangsi dialect, and elements of the 2 Field Array, including troops 
recently recruited in Hunan, during the same period two trainloads of heavy 
artillery pieces, field guns and otner military equipment and supplies also 
left Hankow on tne Huni:ow-Pei sing railroad. According to some of fcheee 
troops, ail of tne equipment and troops were en route to Korea*

h. In mid-October, on orders of the ! T enc,.on commissioner^ office, all Chinese 
Communist cadre members of eaca village in the V'enchou area were attempting 
to compel village residents to contribute scrap iron and cooper for the 
manufacture of munitions for Chinese Communist trooos in Korea. All bells 
in the temples in that area were being removed by these cadre members and 
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forwarded to the commiss J oner's office in V.enchou for this purpose. 

5. On 17 October two units of medical personnel recently recruited by Wenchow 

municipal government authorities left T.encho by water for North China via _
